The 
recording had been given to Al- 
fred J, Pohlers, operator of a 
machine shop and electronics 
studio, by Miss Zelko, a long- 
time friend of Pohlers. 
Third Man Needed Job. 


The recorded conversation, 
which took place about two and 
one-half years ago, related to 
the $4,000,000 sewer job, which 
was being let in sections by the 
city of Joliet. Two contractors 
agreed in the conversation that 
each had ample’ work at the 
time, but that a third needed a 
contratt. 

One contractor suggested that 
he and a second contractor raise 
their bids on the first section 
of the job. The other agreed, 
adding that the third contrac- 
tor could submit a lower 
figure and get the work. It was 
indicated that the third _ bid, 
while lower than the other two, 
would still prove profitable. 

“Next time—(the third con- 
tractor) may help us get a sec- 
tion of the job,” one of the par- 
ticipants in the conversation 
commented. 

“I think everything will work 
out on the bids and we will all 
be happy,” one contractor told 
another in the recorded conver- 
sation. “There is no use buck- 
ing each other, I have 17 miles 
of road oiling, but I'll be 
through and we can see to it 
that each of us gets a block of 
this. work and all keep busy.”

The entire area has been ele- 
vated considerably, under the 
revision.

The top 
of the present railroad trestle, 
which would be removed, is 437 
feet above sea level. 

Saarinen’s revised model en- 
visions broad expanses of lawn, 
leading from the Old Court- 
house eastward to the arch and 
flanked by tree-shaded parks 
with small lakes in them. From 
the arch to the levee would be 
broad granite steps. 

It was suggested that a rep- 
lica of a pioneer village be con- 
structed in one of the parks 
and that a restaurant be erected 
with a view over ‘the river at 
the north end of the area. At 
the south end, a museum could 
be built. | 

“We have tried to enhance the 
dominance of the arch, thinking 
of it as a monument to stand 
for thousands of. years,” Saar- 
inen said. “We have used the 
parabolic lines of the arch in 
laying out suggested Iandscap- 
ing patterns.” 

Parking for 4040 Autos. 

Westward from the proposed 
restaurant on the north and 
the museum on the south, Sacr- 


inen’s new plan makes provis- 
ions for parking lots that would 
accommodate 4040 automobiles.

EPIDEMIC RATE 
IN NEW YORK CITY 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3B (AP) — 
City officials say the expected 
Asian flu epidemic has arrived 
in New York, but thus far is 
mild and no cause for alarm. 

Dr. Roscoe P. Kandle, acting 
health commissioner, said yes- 
terday: 

“The long-awaited epidemic 
of Asian flu has arrived. Large 
Numbers of people are now 
being attacked by the Asian 
flu. 

“The disease is behaving as 
anticipated. It is mild, the fever 
lasting about 48 hours. Marty 
who have been stricken already 
have recovered.”

Air space now set aside for 7 
air traffic control in the United iy 
States consists only of the 10- 
mile civil airways corridor that 
criss-cross the country in every 
direction, plus relatively small 
areas surrounding major air- 
port terminals. 

When planes are not flying 
on instruments, the pilot can 
leave these corridors at his 

-@wn discretion and ground 
points lose control over the 
plane’s flight path. On instru- 
ment flights, planes are re- 
stricted to certain corridors and 
certain altitudes. 

Flight control at 24,000 feet 
and above will have little effect 
on afriines’ operations until 
1959 when high altitude jet 
planes are to come into use.

His theory, now be- 
lieved, was that, through con- 
ditioned reflexes, you can mold 
a human being into any pattern 
you desire. This has been 
worked out so that it begins 
with a child at the age of 2 
months. 

I am not sure that these 
theories are not as important 
for us to understand as the fact 
that Lenin is the nearest thing 
to a saint that the Russian peo- 
ple have to worship. The revo- 
lution of 1917 unified the coun- 
try. The people were fighting 
against wrongs and Lenin sym- 
bolizes to them the beginning 
of a better world. 

The war brought to the Rus- 
sians terrible hardships which 
are still with them in memory 
and, to some extent, in actual 
fact. Khrushchev himself spoke 
to me of the loss of his son 
and 12,000,000 men in the war 
and the destruction of cities, 
towns and villages. In the last 
five years, however, enormous 
physical gains have been made 
in the daily lives of the Rus- 
sian people. 

The proof of how they feel 
about Lenin is the long lines 
that for more than 20 years 
have wended their way to 
Lenin’s tomb in the Kremlin 
every day it has been open. 
People from all over Russia 
form the lines that craw] for a 
mile and a half. I did not re- 
alize the length of one such

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‘Crescendo’ Got on | 
The Beam Too Late |

NEW YORK, Oct. 3. 
T just about 9 p.m. Sunday (St. Louis time) “Cre- 
-scende” caught fire and from then on it roared on 
a srackling and rousing finish.’ This was the 
show abeut America’s musical heritage and it was only 
| during the last half 
hour which was de- 
voted to spirituals, 
to the blues and 
(much too briefly) to 
our great musical 
comedy music, that I 
felt we had a herit- 
age to cherish and to 
be proud of, The 
music in that last 
half hour pulsed and 
soared and carried 
you along with it. 
But by then the show 
was an hour old and 
it was much, much 
too late. “Ctescendo” 
was the first of Du 
Pont’s “Show of the 
Month” programs 
which are 90 min- 
utes long and have 
enormous budgets 
and ought to be en- 
couraged. Heading the cast was Rex Harrison, a prize 
catch for any TV program, and he was assisted by an 
impressive roster which included Julie Andrews, Ben- 
ny Goodman, Louis Armstrong, Diahann Carroll, Ma- 
halia Jackson, Stubby Kaye and a great many others. 
But despite all that talent—or just possibly because of 

it—“Crescendo” took forever to get off the ground. 
a | 
AMONG OTHER THINGS, it was overwhelmed by 


what I can only describe as pretentious simplicity. 
There were no settings; the dances were 

either on a bare floor or a plainly painted platform. 
Harrison did much of his perform on plain stools 
which were meant to represent respectively a hay 
wagon, a church pew, a train seat. This elimination 
of props and settings is altogether a fine idea; the tal- 
ent is free td let itself loose, unfettered by confining 
walls or furniture. 

But the trouble here was that the performers 
seemed more self-conscious than otherwise by the ab- 
sence of the formal props. The reason, possibly, is 
that the script was a little too cute and fussy and 
stylized and—well—phony. Harrison was cast as an 
Englishman come to our shores with all the precon- 
ceptions and misconceptions of the stage (as opposed 
to the real) Englishman and in the course of an hour 
and a half and a tour of our musical high spots in 
churches, jazz joints and the theater, he decides we 
are pretty nice people after all. 


ae ae 


THAT ISN’T AT ALL a bad framework for a musi- 
cal show on paper, but in practice it never quite came 
off. The show had its moments, all right. The dance 
numbers under the direction of Eugene Loring had 
great elegance and a sort of effortless grace. In color, 
the show had high polish and style. CBS uses color 
with simplicity and economy and stunning effect. 
Whole wails are simple white squares and against this 
are thrown dancers in black pants, white blouses and 
orange sashes. Visually, this gives the picture an un- 
cluttered grace and sweep like a modern painting. 

Individually, there were a great many things I thor- 
oughly enjoyed. I liked Lizzie Miles singing “Won't 

You Come Home, Bill Bailey,” which I haven’t heard 

in years: The duet between Harrison and Armstrong 

on from “High Society” was loads of fun. The 
revival meeting where Kaye sang “Sit Down You're 
Rockin’ the Boat” from “Guys and Dolls” followed by 
Mahalia Jackson's singing of the spiritual “Didn’t It 
Rain” was great. Armstrong's trumpet solo on “No- 
body Knows the Trouble I’ve Seen,” the trumpet al- 
most crying, was superb. And the musical comedy 
numbers—Carol g singing “Diamonds Are a 
Girl's Best Friend,” Stanley Holloway singing “Get 
Me.te.the Church on Time,” Julie Andrews singing 
"Wouldn't It Be Loverly”—were spirited and exciting.

BUT IN SPITE of these individual goodies, the show 
as a whole was exhausting and, in the end, tiresome.

American Medical Association 
Journal of an article by Drs. E. 
H. Lossing and R. B. Goyette, 
which appeared in the Canadian 


Journal of Public Health come 
these findings: 


DON'T supose you can 


tribute their share to home acci- 
dents. Such human failings as 
carelessness, preoccupation, and 
impulsiveness are also impor- 
tant.” 

The authors investigated the 
case histories 6f 1000 home ac- 
cidents. They found that falls 


were the most common type, 
followed by cutting and piere- 
ing accidents. “Forty per cent 
of all accidents studied, 92 per 
cent of accidental poisonings, 
and 45 per cent of all falls oc- 
curred in children five years 
or younger. In three out of 
four accidents involivng these 
young children, lack of supervi- 
sion and carelessness on the 
part of some person contributed 
to the accident. Three quar- 
ters of the accidents observed 
could have been prevented had 
a reasonable degree of care and 
forethought been taken.”

Peace Battler

Me ANNALEE STEWART is quite accustomed by now 


to her place on the unpopular side of many a national 
question, And when you talk to her, you know some- 
how that she thrives on it. 


Not that she wants to 
fight. In fact, the only 
thing she will fight for is 
peace — between races and 
between nations. She's a 
pleasant, enthusiastic, dedi- 
cated and ladylike battler 
against war in all its 
forms. 

One of the first five 
women in America to be 
ordained as a Methodist 
minister, back in 1924, 
Mrs, Stewart has devoted 
her life to concern over 
social and moral issues, 
more often in the con- 
gressional halls of Wash- 
ington than in the pulpit 
of a church. Long an ac- 
tive worker for inter- 
national peace, disarma- 
ment and civil rights, she 
is now national legislative 
secretary of the Women’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom, and came to St, Louis last week to address 
the local branch of the 42-year-old organization. 


x *k * 


VEHEMENTLY INDORSING the league's stand for 
total disarmament, Mrs. Stewart is convinced that only this 
way lies security and ultimate peace. 

“In the process of building up stockpiles of bombs, you 
create only hate and fear,” she said, “The more one side 
buijds, the more the other must build to keep pace. Where, 
then, is the answer, where is the security?” 

The dark-haired, Illinois-born Washingtonian spends 
much of her time giving statistics-backed arguments to 
legislators about such controversial issues as conscription 
and the ending of nuclear tests. She frequently appears as 
a witness in congressional committees and rarely fails to 
make her point. 

Recently, Mrs. Stewart headed a delegation of 10 wom- 
en leaders of the league to take a letter and petitions 
bearing nearly 10,000 signatures to President Eisenhower 
calling for an end to nuclear tests. 

“We believe we represent millions of American women 
who view with deep disturbance any continuation of tests 
which may wreak incalculable hazards on the innocent un- 
born,” she said. “We are against war and the preparation 
for war. We are against production, testing and use of 
nuclear weapons to any and all governments. We make no 
exceptions, We are not scientists and we are not competent 
to offer scientific judgments on the extent of the danger. 
But we can make moral judgments. We believe that as long 
as there is any question of danger to life anywhere, or real 
or possible menace to children yet unborn, no argument 
can justify such risks.” 

However, Mrs. Stewart pointed out, the League would 
not end military production and the building of stockpiles 
of missiles without a companion plea for a redesigned 
economy to ward off financial depression,

THE LEAGUE’S CONCERN also is for peace at home, 
Mrs. Stewart pointed out,-as she released the organization's 
statement on school integration on the current Little Rock 
situation. 

“Deliberate attempts on the part of public officials to 
nullify the Supreme Court's decision, even to the extent of 
using force to prevent desegregation, threaten the very basis 
of our democracy,” she said. “Contempt for the judicial 
process itself and general disrespect for law and order, 
must be the inevitable result where law enforcement of- 
ficials themselves flout the law.” 

She said the league was sending citations for courage 
to Negro children and their parents involved in the Little 
Rock conflict. The citations commend them for “willingly 
subjecting themselves to this ordeal for the sake of the 
great cause of human rights.”

MRS. STEWART, who was enrolled in a missionary 
society when she was Only six weeks old, has been close 
to the church ever since. With a degree from Illinois 
Wesleyan University, she decided she wanted to become 
a minister, and enrolled for graduate work at Boston 
University, Colgate-Rochester Divinity School and Union 
Theological Seminary in New York, where she met the 
young theologian, Alexander Stewart, who was to be her 
husband. Although she is an ordained minister, she had 
no pulpit of her own, preferring to work in the realm of 
religious education in her husband's pastorates. However, 
she gained such recognition as a church leader that she 
became the only woman to serve as guest chaplain of the 
House of Representatives. 

Dr. Alexander Stewart is now on the staff of the De 
partment of Finance and Field Service of the Division of 
National Missions of the Methodist Church Board of 
Missions. They have two daughters and one son—all of 
whom, incidentally, have been enrolled as members of the 
Women’s International League for Peace and Freedom. The 
older daughter is a teacher, the younger one still in high 
school, and the son is in seminary, preparing to follow his 
parents into the ministry. 
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ALWAYS AN ARDENT WORKER for recognition of 
women—even though she’s far more concerned for world 
peace than for superficial rights for women—Mrs. Stewart 
admits to a little pique because Methodist women ordained 
as ministers were not allowed until quite recently to join 
a conference and thereby be assigned to a church. 

“I didn’t want one for myself, but I did feel it was 
right for others.” 

Then she added with a smile: 

“The day I was guest chaplain of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, they insisted on censoring my prayer. I'm sure

A Periscope View of Silent Citiés 


Port Darwin, Port Moresby and Cairns Looked Normal, but All That Moved Was a Black Dog

N HER ninth day at sea, 
the U.S.S. Scorpion sur- 
faced at dawn. 

In the gray light, as the stars 
faded, the periscopes emerged 
from a calm sea off Sandy 
Cape near Bundaberg in 
Queensland, in latitude 24 de- 
grees south. She stayed below 
the surface for a quarter of an 
hour while the captain checked 
his position by the lighthouse 
on the distant shore and by 
echo soundings, and while John 
Osborne checked the atmo- 
spheric and sea radiation levels, 
with fingers fumbling irritably 
upon his instruments.

they write to me about it. As to the first, it seems to me 
that both her influence and her personality have grown 
since she left the White House. 

She. embodies the very principle of growth. Shé has 
grown consistently since she first came before the public 
as the wife of Gov.

Only humble people can grow. As Woodrow Wilson 
once said, the others merely swell. Mrs. Roosevelt is en-

FOR YEARS Mrs. Roosevelt has been associated in my 
mind with Madame de Maintenon, not because each was 
married to the most powerful ruler of the period, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and the King of France, but 
because both women were passionately interested in educa- 
tion. Mrs. Roosevelt has established schools, has taught, 
and still visits schools; Madame de Maintenon founded a 
school at St. Cyr for the daughters of impoverished nobles, 
and took an active part in its direction.
